The discussion of this (to Britisli Ool- 
iimbia]all absorbing topic .occupies a 
prominent place iu the press of old Cana- 
da. An article which appeared in the 
Canadian Monthh/ for March scorns to 
claim especial attention, both on account 
of tho article itself and tho hi}^di and non- 
partizan character of the niagnz.ino in 
which it appeared. Eeforring to the 
simultauious appearance of three difli- 
cnlt qaestiona which will require all the 
tact and statesmanship of the new Ad- 
ministration, viz.: the Pacific Eailway, 
Louis Biel /and the New Brunswick 
school questlou, iLe writer addresses him- 
^ self nrsi to the discussion of the attitude 
»• and claims of British Columbia; and we 
""feel that we cannot do better than make 
a few extracts from tho article. 

"Tho announcement that it will be 
necessary to extend the time for building 
tho Pacific Eailway has acted on British 
Columbia like a lighted matcii on gun- 
powder. Iu view of tho wasto of time 
that had occurred before the commonco- 
meut of the work, Mr. Mackenzie, see- 
ing tho impossibility of completing it 
within ten years from tho admisi-ion of 
that Province into the Union, announced 
the in^ntion ofappealing to the Pacific 
"Provinde'to recognize' the fact ond to al- 
ter the .stipulated time .so as to bring it 
within the possibilities of the case as 
now presented. Tiiough tho (picstion in 
its broader aspect does not .so em to have 
come before tho local Legi.slaturo, tlie 
Government Iiad brought in a Bill to 
authorize the accoptauco of a money pay- 
ment iu lieu of the graving dook which 
t'la Ottawa Government is under stip- 
ulation to build, and tho measure was on 
the point of passing when n demonstra- 
tion of popular feeling rudely arrested 
the^aotion of the assembly. A public 
meeting having been held, at which ^ro- 
Boiutions were passed against the accep- 
tance of the proposed commutation, and 
protesting against relaxation of tlie Terms 
of the original compa'it until tho (juos- 
tion could be passed upon by tho oloctor.s, 
a petition in this sense was prosontod to 
the Legi.ilaturo by tho potitioiior.s, iu ;i 
body, to the number of about a thou- 
saud, which must bo nearly one-fourth 
of the whole whits malo population. ' * 
* * The candid way of dealing with 
the Paoifio Province was that of appeal- 
ing to it as Mr. Mackenzie did; a more 
politic way, it is easy to seo after the 
event, would have been to commence the 
work as intended, on the Pacific side as 
well as on this, at tho earliest moment, 
and leave the question of time to bo 
settled wlien it asHuinGd a practical sliai)0, 
after tlio lapso of houic yi\n-.s,\vht'n-- the 
work being far advanced — tho dillic uity, 
if not entirely roinoved, would liavo iieen 
reduced to a ininimiini . Tlio .sni;dl I'l-o- 
vincos have, so fur, shown no ilispositio n 
to yield any of tiieir slii)ulii.t(;d rights; 
and more than one of them ba.'t, by ad- 
vancing new claims, boon granted "better 
terms." British Columbia was not likely 
to set an example of abnegation which 
would have distinguished her by con- 
trast from Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick. That she will at jjresont refuse to 
mako any foriiuil relaxation of hor stip- 
ulated rights, oven on tho point of time, 
may bo taken feu- granted; unless sonio 
monetary compeiisalion — to which I ho 
public journals point — bo givon. But 
when tho road has been 103'ully com- 
menced, and vigorously pnshod forward 
as intended, and British Columbia finds 
herself in a fair way of getting what hho 
has a right to expect, there is every reason 
to believe she will rosiuue hor forniiu- r.on- 
fidonoo, and be satisfied to got tho railroad 
us soon as it is possilile to build it."

Dalbj 
cttllad upon me by afpoiutmsnt in ordor 
to proceed to wlicre ii now sidewalk was 
bojng Inid ou Monzi'sa street; our object 
vas to give the contractora instructions 
aljoat some altoratioDsj 'nrlien near James 
Bay Bridge Dalby said, "I think I'm in a 
good way of doing well." I said, I'm glad 
tc>'hearit." He said, "'I own so many 
shares in tho Hoijo Silver Le;ul, aad I'm 
also iulerested in tho Taxada Island iron 
mine." I said, "Aro yon in that? It may 
' ha a good property, but it has no mocoy 
iralue atUvched to it; you can't work it. 
He'said, "yes, it has, for Mr. DeCoxirios is

Witness— Ha did not; tho restraint I put 
upon tho naniQ waa not put upon mo 
by Mr. Dalby; I was glad to hear that he 
was so fortunata; I did not muntiou the 
name until lately; I had heard that the 
mine was rich from tlio Assistant Geolo- 
gist— K. ^[cLaughiin; I went to the Land 
O dice and got a sketch of the pj-e-emp- 
tioas as a guide SO that these men might 
not encroach.

To Mr. liobson— I have seen tolograms 
from Mr. DeCosmos to tho .Mayor on 
Municipal business; ho (tho Mayer) has 
always shown thij utmost frankness in ex- 
hibiting them to mo; I am quite sure that 
I never saw or hoard of this telegram un- 
til this morning; the iuiprossion left ou 
my mind by. tho convensatiou waa that 
tho arrangement to soli the mine was mado 
withMr. DeOosmos before he left for 
Ottawa. 

R. P. Eithot, examined by Mr. Eob- 
sou— Mr. Moody ahvay.s told witness ho 
was to have an interest in tho Texada 
mine when a comi)any was formed; did 
not know if ho was a pre-emptor: his 
name might have been used; had never 
Askod to become apro-cmptor; had heard 
of some of tho pre-eijiptor's names; had 
been fo informed by Jlr. Moody, and 
could name some of them; J. C. Hughes, 
Wilflon, and Dalby, were pre-emptors; 
witnos.s had never asked how many jire- 
omptora there woro; Moody had never 
told him how a title to the laud was to be 
obtained so as to form a company; did 
not know H. T. SMITH or P. Marshall; 
a hnx of ore vns lal'en from mi/ store hi/ De- 
Cosmos; also (I map of Uie -mine; did not 
aoo tlio coutouts of tho box, but wua told 
that it contained Texada iron ore; liad 
aeon the map; understood DcCosmos look 
the ore and tkflmap orcr to Ottawa wit!/ him, 
but did not know liis rcason.s for so doing; 
did not know of any procoodings with tho 
American Con.snl for tlio tran.suussiou of 
tho oi'o; had little to do witii the Toxada 
miiiu, and knew littlo of it; was not .Se- 
cretary of tho Eureka Silver ;\Iine. 

On ftir, Dalby asking permiHsion of the 
Bench for Councillor Hay ward to bo 
awora, 

Mr. Justice Gray said the Commission 
would prefer Jfr. Robsnn first phieing .■\11 
his witnesses boforo lli(> Court, ho that 
there might bo no appearance of prejudi- 
cing tho inrestigiition. 

The Chief Jaatico —Tho course we in- 
tend to pursue is to allow Mr. llobson to 
present his witnesses consecutively, al- 
lowing counsel to cross-examine. 

On Mr. Boaven being called, it was in- 
timated that ho had gone to lunch, and 
Mr. Justice Gray observed that it would 
bo very imijroper to interfere with tho 
digestion of such an imijortant member 
of tho Government, upon which remark 
the Court adjourned to 2 p.m.

E.'caniined by Mr. Eob.son — The pre- 
emptions of Texeda Island wore made at 
No\y Westminster; had returns from tliat 
ofllee, showing tho names of the in-e- 
eaiptora aud the dates of application; tha 
firat applicant was N. W. Hughes, and 
was recorded at New Westminster on the 
19th June; next application v/as by H. 
Trim — same date; tho next, J. MolTat; 
then foUowad J. A. Cottercll; J. C. 
Hughes made application on the 2ud of 
July, and was recorded on the 3rd. J. A. 
Cotterell mado another application on the 
6th August; tlie seventh application was 
m;ulo by E. Trim; tlie eighth, B. H. Wd- 
Hou; tho nintli, Wm.

Editok Colonibt. — Somo timo since 
it was stated by Coun. Drumuioud iu 
a oouudl'«aoetiii/* that au impressiou 
prevailed in London that the water of 
Elk Lake was iiii.vcKisu. So far i.s this 
from boing- tho fact, tho truth lies iu 
tho other direction, actual experiment 
proving that it does not contiiiu a 
trace of brackish or saline matter. 

Mr. Bulkleysent apeoimeas for 
analysis tB a I^aid oflSMalSntNew TVest- 
luinstor, but that officer never furniah- 
ed any report. 

Tho foUowiug rough examination 
of the watex in its present condition, 
uiiiiltored, and largely mado up of 
rain aud enow, jyaltex.ia. subiuitLod. 
Another examination in the height of 
tho dry soaison would be desirable. 

Tiio .specimen . o.Naminod was ob- 
tained from tho bottom of tho lake 
near its |outlet; it appears Blightly 
coloured and clear to the eye, the pre- 
sence of oxygen .audiixed; air gives it 
a freshness and "briskaesa" to tho 
palate equal to that of New Weat- 
ininstor water. 

Tho solid residue obtained by evaji- 
oratinpf an iniporifil gallon of it is 
only 1 troy graiu.s, coiui)osed of car- 
boiiato of lime with' ,onlj traces of 
oxide of iron and' brown extractive 
matter, tho latter .chiving' oiY by iu- 
cinoratiou smoke and leaving a charred 
appearance so characteristic of or- 
ganic matter. Appropriate tests show 
tho entire absence of tho sulphates 
and. chlorides usually existing in 
natural water. Potash and its com- 
pounds are also abrioni;, these mig-ht l)e 
reasouablj looked for now, .is much 
wood has been burnt on the lake 
shores. 

In testing for "hardness" by tho 
soap test, a test to indicate its power 
of crudling or wasting soap, it show.s 
but;! degrees, distilled waver being 
deg. Some Victoria well water beiug 
20 deg. and sea water being -10 deg., 
its adaptation for washing, cooking, 
other domestic uses is thus very ap- 
parent. 

No tables aro at hand to compare it 
with w.ttor supplied to other towns, but 
it will compare favorably ritli the 
tho water of Lochkaterine, suijplied to 
Glasgow and so far the purest known 
iu the United Kingdom. 

Elk Lake water is decidedly "soft" and 
very pure; dangerously pure for dietetical 
purposes if attempted to be conveyed or 
stored in leaden jjipes or cisterns, as pure 
water has a sol rent action on that nietal. 

An experiment was thus made: — A 
piece of bright lead immersed in tho 
water contaminated it with soluble oxide 
of load to a dangerous extent in less than 
two hours, thus rouderiiig it unsuitable 
for drinking or cooking. The continued 
consumption of such metallic water, as is 
woU known, produces in tho .system of i 
men and animals 'painful colic, nausea 
and great debility,. , j 

Engineers will of course guard 
against such modes of delivering and 
storing. The result of exporieuce is that 
some hard waters need no such precau- 
tions^ the sulj) hates in |ach waters lotm a 
protiBctivo lilm on the lead, thus prevent- 
ing any solved action. 

The quantity of the brown organic 
matter already alluded to is uot excessive, 
baing intormediato between that contain- 
ed in distilled water wliioh is naught and 
Spring Ridge water. This was ascer- 
tained comparatively bj' tho color changes, 
with the chloride of gold and too i)crman- 
ganate tests. This matter ia not likely to 
prove injurious, it probably being de- 
rived from decaying wood and loaves and 
free from animal refuse. Properly oou- 
struoted filter beds will cousume it.
